After the charge o/ the lancers Captain Kenna re- 
turned to assist I-iieutenant de Mont mo rone y in recovering the body of Lieu- 
tennnt R. O. frrenfelL'who hud fallen during the charge, Cnptain Kenna had 
smelted powder before.

The deed which won for Lieutenant de Montmorency the Victoria cross

Berson,. a graduate of Oxford 
university and archeologlst of. note who 
la connected wllh the jfrepataoro uni- 
versity at the city of Mexico. 


At liia own solicitation, he was sent 


by the Mexican government to He arch 
for the remains of an Aztec temple ami 
village which he learned from ancient 
records In the archives of Mexico wem 
situated somewhere r\ear here on the 
left bank of the Rio Grande. 


Recently the scientist, unearthed sev- 


eral stones covered with hieroglyphics 
\vlthln the corporate limits of the town 
and at a depth of ten feci a wall of 
solid masonry was uncovered.

Elderatlon. Captnln P. A. Kenna, Twenty-nrst lancers, was awarded tile Vlc- 
lorln cross tor extremo herolErn displayed at the battle of Khartum on Sept. 
2, IS98. He went lu the assistance of Major Crola iVyiidham of tlie s:aine regi- 
ment when Wyndhilm was in danger of loping his life. Tti- in.iior had been 
nnhoraed nnd \vr.s surrounded hy a number nf dervishes. 
Captain Kenna at 


uri'41 iiersunal risk took him on his horse behind tlie saddle, thus enabling him 
to reach a place of safety. After the charge of the lancers Captain Kenna re- 
turned to assist Lieutenant de Montmorc-ncy in recovering the bojy of Lieu- 
tenant R. C, Gronfell. who had fallen during the charge.

fiiderallon. Captain P. A. Kenna, Twenty-first lancers, was awarded the Vic- 
toria crosa for extreme heroism displayed at the battle of Khartum on Sept. 
2, 1S98. He went to the assistance of Major Crole Wyndhnm of the same regi- 
ment when \Vyndham \vaa In danger of losing his life. The major had been 
unhorsed and'was surrounded by a number of dervishes. Captain Kenna at 
fe'reat personal risk took him on his horse behind the saddle, thus enabling him 
lo reach a place of safety. After the charge of the lancers Captain Kenna re- 
turned to assist Jjieutcnant de Motttinorency in recovering the body of Lieu- 
tenant H. G. Grenfetl, who had fallen during the charge. Captain Kenna had 
smelted powder before. He served In some of the India campaigns and had 
been mentioned In special orders.on several occasions. He Joined the Tsventy- 
nrst lancers In 183G and became a captain in 1S95.

The deed which won for 1 ..leutenant de Monlmort-ncy the Victoria cross 


occurred right after the charge which has miicle the Twenty-first lancera fa- 
mons among the chivalry regiments of England and put them on an equal foot- 
ing with those whEch took part In ih'e charges at Waterloo. Bataklava and Kos- 
sassiti. Lieutenant Grenfell was lying surrounded by a large body of der- 
vishes. Lieutenant de Monlmorency drove them off, and, finding Grcnfell dead, 
placed the body on his horse, which then broke away, leaving Lieutenant de 
Montmorency lo face the enemy. Captain Kenna and Corporal Swarbrlck came 
to his assistance nnd t-riubled him to Join his regiment, which had begun to 
open a destructive flre on the dervishes.
